Ho w an American in a Hig h lan d Reg i­ 
men t Was En ab led to Jo in 
His Own Peo p le. 


I want to tell y ou about a fellow 
here, writes Serg t. Lester S. Lowell of 
the headquarters comp any of the One 
Hundred and Third field artillery , i*a a 
letter to his brother, from a hosp ital 
In southern France. 
He Is an Ameri­ 
can, but when the war g ot g oing he 
went to Eng land and enlisted in 
Scottish reg iment. They p robably kriev 
he was an American but they winkeu 
and sig ned him up for three y ears. So 
he p ut on kilt« and went to war. 
He 
serv ed three y ears and two months. 
He was in the first g as attack (Yp res, 
19 15) and has also foug ht in Eg y p t and 
Turkey . His reg iment was in London 
after his three y ears and two months 
were up . In the meantime America had 
entered the war and there were recruit­ 
ing offices In London. 
This man ap ­ 
p lied to his reg imental commander for 
a discharg e, but it was refused. 
One 
day he was g iv en a 24-hour leav e of 
absence. He went to the American re­ 
cruiting office and said he wished to 
join the army . Mind y ou he was In full 
uniform, kilts and all, at the time. He 
was siiown in to a recruiting officer. 
He showed the officer p ap ers to p rov e 
that he was born lu Alabama. 
“All rig ht,” said the officer. “You’re 
an American citizen, and y ou want to 
enlist?” 
“Yes, sir.” 
“Ev er had any p rev ious military ex 
p erience?” said the officer smiling . (No 
wonder he smiled. 
The fellow was 
wearing three wound etrip es at the 
time.) 
“No, sir,” said the fellow. 
The officer sent him to a major with 
a note, say ing : “Please hear this man’s 
story and take whatev er action y ou 
think best.” 
The major read it, and then read the 
answers to the questions as they were 
written out on the p ap er. 
‘“ What’S 
this—‘no p rev ious serv ice?’ ” 
“No, sir.” 
The major looked at the p laid of the 
kilt and laug hed. 
He p robably knew 
i he fellow’s reg iment was rig ht imtown 
at the time. 
“Sure y ou’re not enlisted?” 
“Yes, sir,” say s the fellow'. “I.nev er 
was a soldier In my life.” 
The major laug hed ag ain and.said: 
“All rig ht, just stick to that and It will 
g et y ou by . Sig n here,” 
The fellow sig ned. “Now,” said the 
major, “I. sup p ose y ou want, to leav e 
Loudon us soon us p ossible?” 
“Y'es, sir.” 
So they g av e him a Yankee uniflorru 
and p ut him in an outfit which was 
g oing to France that same day .

By making railroad tickets h alf th e 
th ickness England h as saved 400 tons 
of pulp. 
By using postcards instead of paper 
and envelopes th e numerous societies 
and organizations in Great Britain 
h ave saved 0u0 tons of pulp a y ear.

precipice 
th at 
commands a wide sweep of field and 
forest still stands 
th e. 
large 
Tour 
Hautefeuille a relic of th e castle of 
th e Counts of Ch ampagne. 
A 
mas­ 
sive square structure 
of 
masonry , 
lich ened and gray with age, it now 
forms one angle of th e more modern 
Palais de Justice and is in such good 
condition th at it is h ard to realize it 
dates from th e 11th century .
